MR. EDWIN FISHER’S SPEECH 


The Forty-fourth Ordinary General Meeting of Barclays Bank 
Limited was held on January 19 at Southern House, Cannon 
Street, London, E.C.4. 

Mr. Edwin Fisher (Chairman), presiding, stated that the total 
of their current, deposit and other accounts on 31 December last 
amounted to £433,081,185 and revealed a slight reduction from 
the figure of £434,645,323 at the end of 1937. 

If one compared the movements in the total of their current, 
deposit and other accounts from month to month in 1938 with 
those in 1937, it would be seen that there had been remarkably 
little change. This was considered a most satisfactory feature, 
for during the past year, in view of the general atmosphere of 
uncertainty at times prevailing, which resulted in a large with- 
drawal of foreign balances from London, a wider fluctuation in 
the figures might have been expected. Cash in hand and with 
the Bank of England at the end of December last stood at 
£53,241,449 and drew attention to the fact that this asset, to- 
gether with the three other exceptionally liquid items, namely, 
balances with other British banks and cheques in course of col- 
lection, money at call and short notice, and bills discounted, 
represented no less than 34.38 per cent. of their current, deposit 
and other accounts at the end of the year. 


THE CRISIS AND THE MONEY MARKET 


Proceeding, the Chairman referred to the fact that the inter- 
national crisis in September had been partly responsible for some 
rise in 1938 in discount rates for high-class bills, the average 
rate at which three months’ Treasury bills had been allotted in 
response to the weekly tenders being 12s. 4d. per cent. per 
annum, compared with the low figure of lls. 2d. per cent. per 
annum in 1937. 

Continuing, he said that in addition to its effect on discount 
rates, the crisis had other reactions on monetary conditions in 
this country. London had been for generations the principal 
nternational monetary centre of the world. Foreign money em- 
ployed in international markets was, however, always liable to 
sudden movements and the possibility of such movements was 
greater when, as in recent years, a considerable part of the 
foreign balances held in international centres appeared to be 
‘* fugitive ’’’ money seeking temporary security rather than 
profit. It was not, therefore, surprising to see, as the result of 
the crisis in September last, large transfers of these balances 
taking place from London to New York, a centre far removed 
from the fears that overshadowed Europe. In addition, there 
had been a repatriation of balances to France, notably in recent 
months, as a result of the initial success of the steps taken by 
the French Government to restore economic and financial equi- 
librium. 


THE EXCHANGE EQUALISATION ACCOUNT 

To the extent that the recent withdrawal of balances from 
London represented a repatriation of money, due to a revival of 
confidence in its country of origin, the movement was healthy, 
for any reduction in the volume of funds moving from one centre 
to another for no other purpose than to seek a refuge from 
temporary uncertainty would eventually tend to improve the 
stability of the exchange and money markets of the world. 
Reasonable stability in exchange quotations was a prerequisite to 
the satisfactory conduct of international trade and the aim 
should be to maintain conditions in which overseas business 
could be carried on without the risks attaching to frequent wide 
movements in the relative values of currencies. 


INCREASED ADVANCES 

teferring to the advances, the chairman stated that there 
had been an increase in the total to £199,452,980 at the end of 
December last, against £196,264,896 on 31 December 1937. 

The detailed analysis of the advances which was made at the 
end of October last showed that, at that date, the number of 
~ustomers having advances from the bank was 216,210, and the 
average advance was £893. The distribution of the total amount 
among the different trades, industries and private borrowers 
varied little from the proportions shown in the analysis for the 
previous year. 

The accommodation which they had granted to farmers, as at 
the end of October last, amounted to nearly £14 million, and 
represented about 7 per cent. of the total of their advances then 
outstanding, the number of farming customers having advances 
being some 21,000. 


NET PROFIT 

The net profit of the bank for the year ended 31 December 
Jast, after payment of all charges and making provision for all 
bad and doubtful debts and for contingencies, amounted to 
€1,926,457 18s. 8d. The sum of £511,390 15s. 3d. was brought 
forward from 31 December 1937, making a total to be dealt with 
of £2,437,848 13s. 1ld. The directors had appropriated £250,000 
to contingency account and £150,000 to reduction of premises 
ccount. After making these appropriations, the directors re- 
commended the payment of dividends at the same rates as pre- 
viously, namely, 10 per cent. per annum op the ‘‘ A” shares 
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and 14 per cent. per annum on the ‘‘B”’ and “‘C”’ shares, less 
income tax, leaving the sum of £527,719 19s. 11d. to be carried 
forward. 


THE ECONOMIC SITUATION 


Dealing with the general economic situation, Mr. Fisher said 
that the year 1938 would be inevitably linked in their minds with 
the crisis which brought the country to the brink of war little 
more than three months ago. ‘The immeasurable relief that 
swept over the world after the Munich Agreement had, unfor- 
tunately, not been followed by that confidence in world political 
conditions which was so essential to prosperity. Various factors 
in the economic situation appeared to be encouraging, but in an 
atmosphere of unsettlement and restlessness there was a natural 
disinclination to do business or to enter into forward commit- 
ments until the outlook became clearer and calmer. 

It was a sad reflection that in almost every part of the world 
human energies and natural resources were being diverted to in- 
creasing armaments, with the result that progress in raising the 
standard of living must be retarded, if, indeed, the standard 
itself was not actually reduced. In present conditions, the 
United Kingdom had no alternative but to take every step to 
perfect its defences. 

It was in these conditions that one had to view the economic 
events of the past twelve months and the prospects for the 
future. It would be unreasonable to expect that this country 
could escape the decline in trade that had affected other nations, 
and it was, therefore, not surprising that, in spite of the growth 
of production for armaments, there had been a decrease in indus- 
trial output and a rise in unemployment. The tendency towards 
a lower level of activity had not, however, assumed serious pro- 
portions. Business in the home market, the importance of which 
had been enhanced by the tariffs imposed in 1932, appeared to 
have been relatively well maintained in a period that had seeu 
declining activity in many parts of the world and great tensio: 
in international affairs. 


OVERSEAS TRADE 


Continuing, the Chairman said that the importance of the 
export trade had been emphasised again and again. The subject 
lost nothing of its importance by repetition. The dependence of 
the United Kingdom upon export business, as an outlet for a 
substantial part of its production and for securing the foodstuffs 
and raw materials which were needed, was self-evident. ‘lhe 
steps which the Government were taking, therefore, to obtain 
fairer competitive conditions for British products in markets 
abroad were of great moment. The arteries through which the 
stream of international trade ought to flow had become numbed 
and atrophied, and any measures that could revive and stimulate 
the flow of goods between one country and another were wel- 
come. It was for this reason that the proposal to extend the 
Export Credits Guarantee Scheme was encouraging. The Bill 
before Parliament included an innovation the effect of which 
would be to empower the Board of Trade to give guarantees in 
respect of transactions not coming within the strict category of a 
commercial risk, but which, nevertheless, could be regarded as in 
the national interest. Such a departure had been forced upon 
Great Britain owing to the methods adopted by certain other 
countries, and the new powers would be needed until it proved 
possible for trade to be conducted on more normal lines. 


THE ANGLO-AMERICAN TRADE AGREEMENT 


The signing of the Anglo-American Trade Agreement was no 
ordinary achievement, for, apart from the benefits which muat 
surely accrue as an immediate and direct result of the Agree- 
ment, it would have a far-reaching influence, wide in its scope, 
and possessing infinite possibilities. That Agreement, made 
between the two largest trading nations in the world, came into 
being, fortunately, when economic conditions in the United 
States were showing signs of improvement. It was made pos- 
sible with the help of the Dominions and India, who, in order to 
facilitate the negotiations, were willing to forgo certain of the 
advantages to which they were entitled under the Ottawa Agree- 
ments. It was a great contribution towards freer world trade. 
Reducing many duties, it raised none, and it demonstrated what 
could be accomplished when two countries made up their minds 
to negotiate and solve difficult problems to their mutual benefit. 

In conclusion, Mr. Fisher said: ‘‘ The passing of the year 
1938 leaves us with few regrets. Who can speak with any cer- 
tainty of the future while the present uncertainty in inter- 
national affairs persists? If the feeling of unsettlement could be 
dispelled, economic improvement would surely follow. Business 
enterprise has been held in check, but, ip a clearer and more 
certain atmosphere, there is no doubt that confidence would be 
re-born, that funds now awaiting investment would be made 
available and British trade would receive that fresh impetus 
which is so much needed. In any event, there is no room for 
pessimism in our creed. Let there be faith in the future, faith 
in the ability of this country to surmount its own difficulties, 
and faith that the efforts which are being made in the cause of 
world peace will not be set at naught.”

The money value of daily sales reported for Decem- 
ber was 1°9 per cent. higher in 1938 than in 1937, six 
of the seven districts showing increases. Sales of food 
and perishables rose by 1°8 per cent. and those of 
other merchandise by 1-9 per cent. Total sales for the 
eleven months February-December exceeded those 
of the corresponding period of 1937 by 2-0 per cent. 
The index number rose to 170 in December from 130 
in November. Stocks in December decreased by 2°9 
per cent. Employment was 0:1 per cent. greater 
than a year earlier.

On the basis of declared values, imports and 
exports, both of United Kingdom goods and of im- 
ported merchandise, were considerably greater last 
year than in 1935. After making allowance for price 
changes in the interval, however, only imports 
showed any increase in volume (8 per cent.), exports 
and re-exports declining by 14 and 2 per cent. 
respectively. In comparison with 1937 the volume 
of imports fell by 44 per cent., of exports by 11 per 
cent. and of re-exports by 5 per cent. Average 
values of imports in 1938 were 6 per cent. lower than 
in 1937, but 18 per cent. higher than in 1935; 
exports averaged 2 per cent. above 1937 and 12 per 
cent. above 1935 values, but re-exports, though still 
14 per cent. over the 1935 average, were 14 per cent. 
under the 1937 figure.

RETAIL TRADE IN DECEMBER 
COMPARISON OF 1938 WITH 1937 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 134 a table showing the relation of sales in 
December 1938 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1937. Index numbers} showing the relation of certain 
sales in December 1938 to average daily sales in 1933 
are given in a further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of December 1938 with those at the same date 
in 1937. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the collaborating co-operative societies in 
particular do not report stocks at present, nor do they 
all report employment. 


A fact which should always be borne in mind in 
considering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty

Metuop or ApJustTING Non-CoMPARABLE FIGURES 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results, it should be remembered that 
retailers use a variety! of accounting periods, and also 
that the number of selling days in any calendar month 
varies from year to year. Returns have, therefore, to 
be adjusted to some extent in order to render the sales 
for 1937 end 1938 comparable when combined into 
district or other totals. Almost all contributors now 
report regularly the number of days on which selling 
took place in their shops during the period to whieh 
their figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 
1937 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the 
appropriate amount to make them comparable with 
1938, so far as length of period is concerned. Although 
the number of selling days in the calendar month was 
the same in both years, corrections for differences it 
length of period (reflecting for the most part variations 
from the conventional length of the Christmas holiday} 
were necessary on a number of schedules for December.

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TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, as 
far as possible, only to the trade of branches or depart- 
ments which have been established for a year at least 
and which were, therefore, actually in operation in the 
two months for which the return is made. The object 
of this is to minimise the danger of showing as a 
general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating 
results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade from 
established to newly-opened concerns. Once the new 
branch or department can report its own sales not only 
for the month in the current year but also for the same 
month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
recorded should not be seriously affected, but as the 
first comparisons will be with a period of expanding 
sales the published statistics will have a favourable 
bias. 


SALES 


CoMPARISON witH 12 Montus EARLIER 


December.—The money value of daily sales reported 
for December was 1°9 per cent. higher in 1938 than in 
1937. This compares with a decrease of 1:3 per cent. 
in November and an increase of 2-0 per cent. in October. 

Sales advanced during December 1938 in six of the 
seven districts, the increase varying from 2:1 per cent. 
in the North-West to 4°5 per cent. in Scotland. Central 
and West End London was, as usual, the exception, 
total sales declining by 7:4 per cent. In this district 
every important category showed a lower level than a 
year ago, the only increase being in miscellaneous and 
unallocated goods. 

Sales of food and perishables during December, 
amounting to approximately 51 per cent. of the total 
value reported for the month, were higher by 1°8 per 
cent. Only in.March and May, when the com- 
parison was affected by the Easter and Whitsun 
holidays, and in November has the comparison 
with 1937 been less favourable. There was a 
decrease of 6.5 per cent. in Central and West End 
London, where the sample has certain peculiarities. 
It seems probable that the very severe weather before 
Christmas caused some reduction in the relatively 
heavy buying of foodstuffs in Central London which 
normally takes place in December. In the other six 
districts sales were greater, the rise varying from 1:2 
per cent. in the South of England to 3-9 per cent. in 
Scotland. 

The increase in sales of other merchandise was 
almost identical (1°9 per cent.) and was likewise general 
in all districts except Central and West End London. 
The advance amounted to 5°83 per cent. both in Scot- 
land and in the South of England, and was roughly 
the same in the Midlands and South Wales (5-0 per 
cent.). In Central and West End London sales de- 
creased by 7°6 per cent. The movement in the country 
as a whole varied considerably among the principal 
categories of merchandise and ranged from a fall of 
60 per cent. for piece-goods to a rise of 5°6 per cent. 
for women’s wear. ‘The increase of 5:4 per cent. for 
boots and shoes may be attributed partly to the severe 
Weather in the latter part of the month; a year earlier 
arise of 127 per cent. was recorded for this category. 
In most kinds of merchandise Central and West End 
London contrasted unfavourably with other districts. 


February-December.—Total sales for the eleven 
months February-December exceeded those of the cor- 
responding period of 1937 by 2-0 per cent., the. per- 
centage being unchanged from that recorded at the end 
of the ten months February-November. Sales were 
higher in 1938 in all districts except Central and West 
End London, where the Jevel was 7:3 per cent. below 
that of 1937. The increase was greatest in Scotland, 
wz. 44 per cent. Sales of food and perishables were

greater than in the previous year by 4:0 per cent. Those 
of other merchandise, however, fell short of the 1937 
figures by 0:3 per cent. Among the latter, women’s 
wear (8°3 per cent.) and boots and shoes (2°6 per cent.) 
alone showed any significant improvement. Decreases 
ranged from 1-6 per cent. for men’s and boys’ wear to 
5'4 per cent. for piece-goods and 6:0 per cent. for 
hardware. 


INDEX NUMBERS* OF RETAIL SALES 
AVERAGE SALES IN 1933 = 100 


The expected seasonal advance was evident in 
December, a month in which sales usually reach a peak 
considerably above the yearly average. The index for 
total sales in Great Britain rose from 130 in November 
to 170 in December. It may be noted that the upward 
movement from August to December was about the 
same in 1938 (111 to 170) as in 19387 (108 to 167). In 
each year the monthly movement from November was 
smaller in Scotland than in any of the other three 
geographical divisions for which the indexes are caleu- 
lated. The difference between sales in the two London 
districts was even more marked than in December 
1937, the Central and West End index having fallen 
from 162 a year ago to 150, while the suburban figure 
rose from 183 to 188. 


The index of food and perishables advanced by 25 
points in the month, the December figure reaching 159. 
As noted in earlier years, the Christmas expansion of 
trade in this division of merchandise is much more 
marked in Central and West End London than in other 
districts; in 1988 the December advance amounted to 
79 points, bringing the index to 179, 13 points below 
the corresponding figure in 1937. 


The seasonal rise between November and December 
is usually more pronounced for the country as a whole 
in other merchandise than in food and perishables. In 
1938 this tendency was probably reinforced by a post- 
ponement of sales from the earlier to the later month, 
with the result that an advance of 56 points, as com- 
pared with 50 in 1957, raised the December figure to 
181, or 3 points above the corresponding figure for 1937. 


STOCKS 

The decrease in total stocks, noted in each month 
since June, continued in December, when, however, it 
was appreciably less than in recent months, amount- 
ing only to 2°9 per cent. Stocks were smaller in every 
district except the South of England, where they in- 
creased by 2-0 per cent. The food and perishables 
division showed an expansion of 3-4 per cent., but the 
value of stocks of other merchandise contracted by 3°5 
per cent., every category in that division contributing 
to the general fall. The smallest decrease was 0-2 per 
cent. for hardware and the only one to exceed 5 per 
cent. was 13°4 per cent, for miscellaneous and un- 
allocated goods. 


KMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons employed in those retail 
shops for which this information is reported was little 
changed from a year ago, the recorded increase amount- 
ing to 0-1 per cent. only. The rate of expansion has 
diminished month by month since last July. The 
figure for selling staffs showed the first decline for 
many months, 0°5 per cent. Numbers of juveniles 
decreased on the whole by 3:2 per cent. Only in Seot- 
land (4°6 per cent.) and in the Midlands (0°9 per cent.) 
were the numbers of such employees larger than at the 
end of December 1937,

The volume of 
United Kingdom exports in the last quarter of 1938, 
which was 7 per cent. less than in the corresponding 
period of 1937, was also slightly below the figure of the 
feurth quarter of 1935; the rise from the third to the 
fourth quarter amounted to 10 per cent., or more than 
double the normal seasonal increase. Re-exports last 
quarter were 73 per cent. greater in volume than a year 
earlier, but 43 per cent. less than in the same quarter 
of 1935, while between the third and fourth quarters 
there was an increase of 13 per cent. 


Average values of imports last quarter continued 
the decline which commenced a year earlier, fall- 
ing by about 2 per cent. compared with the previous 
quarter to a level 10 per cent. lower than in the fourth 
quarter of 1937. Average values of United Kingdom 
exports were very slightly lower than in the previous 
two quarters and some 2 per cent. less than a year ago. 
Re-exports showed no change in average values last 
quarter compared with the preceding one, but were 
10 per cent. less than in the fourth quarter of 1937; it 
must be remembered that this index is particularly 
affected by changes in the relative proportions of the 
several commodities included in our re-export trade.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco during 1938 was 3 
per cent. greater than a year earlier and 6 per cent. 
greater than in 1935. Compared with 1937 there was 
a considerable increase in respect of tobacco (24 per 
cent.) and rises of between 3 and 5 per cent. for ‘‘ other 
food,’’ feeding-stuffs for animals, beverages and cocoa 
preparations and dairy produce. The only significant 
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decrease was 14 per cent. for grain and flour. With 
the exception of this last group and fresh fruit and 
vegetables, retained imports in 1938 were greater in 
volume than in 1935, the largest increases being for 
tobacco (88 per cent.) and feeding-stuffs for animals 
(17 per cent.). 

The volume of retained imports of food, drink and 
tobacco last quarter was slightly less than a year 
earlier; the increase of 8 per cent. compared with the 
preceding quarter was much smaller than usual owing 
to the abnormally high figure recorded for the third 
quarter. 

Average values of total imports of food, drink and 
tobacco last year were 3 per cent. below the level of 
1937, but 15 per cent. higher than in 1985. Grain and 
flour values fell by 17 per cent. from the peak reached 
in 1937, while declines also occurred in respect of 
beverages and cocoa preparations and ‘‘ other food” 
(each 7 per cent.) and feeding-stuffs for animals (4 per 
cent.). Imports of living animals for food, which are 
comparatively small, showed the largest proportionate 
rise in average value (30 per cent.), but increases were 
also recorded for the important dairy produce and meat 
sroups (7 and 4 per cent., respectively). For the last 
quarter of 1988 average values in this class as a whole 
wero 11 per cent. less than a year earlier, every group 
except living animals for food showing a decrease, par- 
ticularly grain and flour (34 per cent.). Average values 
fell in each quarter of 1988 as compared with the pre. 
ceding quarter, the decline being particularly marked 
in the second half of the year. 


Raw Materials.—The volume of retained imports of 
raw materials in 1938 was 12 per cent. less than the 
peak figure of 1937 but 7 per cent. greater than in 1935. 
Compared with the previous year heavy falls took place 
in respect of iron ore and scrap, wood and timber and 
raw cotton, etc. (each 26 per cent.), undressed hides and 
skins (24 per cent.) and paper-making materials (13 per 
cent.). The largest proportionate rise in volume was 
recorded for rubber (48 per cent.); of the more impor- 
tant groups, however, only two showed increases—raw 
wool, etc. (9 per cent.) and oil seeds, oils, ete. (6 per 
cent.). 

Retained imports of raw materials in the last quarter 
of 1938 were 27 per cent. less in volume than a year 
earlier, increases being shown only for textile materials 
other than cotton, wool or silk (24 per cent.) and raw 
wool, ete. (20 per cent.). There were abnormal falls 
exceeding 70 per cent. for rubber and iron ore and 
scrap, and over 50 per cent. in respect of cotton. 

Average values of total imports of raw materials in 
1938 were 12 per cent. lower than in 1937, but the same 
amount higher than in 1935. Considerable increases 
occurred, compared with a year earlier, for iron ore and 
scrap (16 per cent.) and paper-making materials (15 
per cent.), but with one unimportant exception all the 
other groups showed falls, ranging from 6 to 26 per 
cent. Imports of textile raw materials declined appre- 
ciably in average value, in particular wool (26 per cent.) 
and cotton (18 per cent.), while other large decreases 
took place for rubber (23 per cent.), oil seeds, oils, 
etc. (18 per cent.), and undressed hides and skins (13 
per cent.). Average values of raw materials in the last 
quarter of 1938 showed a general decline compared with 
a year earlier, amounting to 10 per cent. in the aggre 
gate. The principal decreases were for the three 
largest groups—raw wool, etc, (25 per cent.), oil seeds, 
oils, etc. (22 per cent.) and wood and timber (16 per 
cent.). Average values in this class as a whole fell 
sharply between the first and second quarters of 1938, 
but remained steady subsequently. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of retained 
imports of articles wholly or mainly manufactured was 
9 per cent. less in 1938 than a year earlier, though it 
still exceeded the 1935 total by over 15 per cent. Com: 
paring 1938 with 1937, rises of 19 and 18 per cent. 
respectively, were shown for the relatively small foot 
wear and rubber manufactures groups, but only two 
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other increases occurred, viz. manufactured oils, etc., 
which includes refined petroleum (5 per cent.) and 
woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures (3 per 
cent.). The largest proportionate decreases were 
recorded for vehicles (40 per cent.), iron and steel (33 
per cent.), leather and manufactures (24 per cent.), 
manufactures of wood and timber and electrical goods 
and apparatus (each 23 per cent.) and paper, cardboard, 
etc, (19 per cent.). 

Retained imports of manufactured articles in the 
fourth quarter of 1938 were 14 per cent. less in volume 
than a year earlier. For iron and steel, imports of 
which have been subject to abnormal influences, there 
was @ fall of nearly 70 per cent.; vehicles showed a 
decline of 35 per cent., and there were nine decreases 
of between 10 and 20 per cent. Of the six increases 
recorded, the largest were 15 per cent. for footwear, 
14 per cent. for woollen and worsted yarns and manu- 
factures and 84 per cent. for chemicals, etc. 

Average values of total imports of manufactured 
articles last year were 6 per cent. less than a year 
earlier, but 9 per cent. higher than in 1935. Compared 
with 1937, increases of between 5 and 8 per cent. took 
place for iron and steel, machinery, paper, cardboard, 
ete., and vehicles. For the large non-ferrous metals 
group, however, there was a sharp fall (22 per cent.), 
while manufactured oils, etc. (including refined petro- 
leum) showed a decrease of 74 per cent. Average 
values last quarter were 8 per cent. less than in the 
fourth quarter of 1937, the only increase being for 
machinery (64 per cent.). The price fall was evenly 
distributed, the greatest proportionate declines, all 
lying between 11 and 16 per cent., being in respect of 
manufactures of timber, leather and manufactures, 
“other ’’ textiles, woollen and worsted yarns and 
manufactures and manufactured oils, ete. Average 
values of imports of manufactured articles remained 
unchanged in the last three quarters of 1938, after a 
fall of 6 per cent. between the first and second 
quarters.

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Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of British 
exports of food, drink and tobacco last year was 5 per 
cent. less than in 1937, but 11 per cent. greater than in 
1935. Exports of beverages and cocoa preparations, 
the largest group, declined by 6 per cent. compared 
with the high level attained in the previous year and 
a similar decline was also recorded for the large ‘‘ other 
food ’’’ group. Exports of tobacco were smaller by 
4 per cent. Three increases occurred among the less 
important groups—grain and flour and meat (each 5 
per cent.) and feeding-stuffs for animals (3 per cent.). 
For the fourth quarter the volume of exports of food, 
drink and tobacco was 1} per cent. less than a year 
earlier. Beverages and cocoa preparations rose by 
nearly 8 per cent., but ‘‘ other food ’’ declined by 15 
per cent. and tobacco by 44 per cent.; each of the 
smaller groups showed an increase except dairy pro- 
duce. Compared with the previous quarter, there was 
the usual seasonal increase, amounting this year to 
17 per cent. 


Average values of food, drink and tobacco exported 
last year were about 2 per cent. lower than in 1937, but 
24 per cent. higher than in 1935. Comparing 1938 with 
1937, beverages and cocoa preparations showed a 
decline of 5 per cent., tobacco a rise of 14 per cent. and 
“* other food ”’ a trifling fall. Among the less impor- 
tant groups the most appreciable change was a decline 
of over 8 per cent. for grain and flour. Average values 
for the class as a whole fell during the first half of 1938, 
but subsequently recovered somewhat, and in the 
fourth quarter were only 1 per cent. less than a year 
earlier. 


Raw Materials.—lKxports of raw materials last year 
were smaller in volume than in 1937 and 1935 by 11 
and 10 per cent., respectively. Coal, which accounts 
for nearly two-thirds of the total value in this class, 
declined by 10 per cent. compared with a year earlier, 
and, with the exception of miscellaneous textile 
materials, all the other groups in this class also showed 
reductions in the volume of exports, the most impor- 
tant being in respect of raw wool, ete. (13 per cent.), 
and miscellaneous raw materials (15 per cent.). Ex- 
ports of unrefined oils and of non-ferrous ores and scrap 
were about the same as in 1937. Comparing the last 
quarter of 1938 with the corresponding period a year 
earlier, exports of raw materials as a whole showed no 
change in volume, a decline of 8 per cent. for coal 
being offset by substantial increases for some of the 
other groups, notably raw wool, etc. (45 per cent.). 

Average values of exports of raw materials in 1938 
were fractionally lower than in 1937, but 20 per cent. 
above the average of 1935. Coal showed an increase of 
11 per cent. in average value as compared with the 
previous year, but this was offset by declines for most 
of the other important groups, raw wool, etc., falling 
by 20 per cent., unrefined oils by 23 per cent. and un- 
dressed hides and skins and paper-making materials 
each by 26 per cent. 

Average values in this class showed a slight but con- 
tinuous fall throughout the year, and in the last 
quarter were 4 per cent. lower than a year earlier; for 
coal an increase of 44 per cent. took place as com- 
pared with the fourth quarter of 1937, but almost all 
the other groups showed declines, generally similar in 
magnitude to those recorded for the year as a whole. 


Manufactured Articles.—E.xports of manufactured 
articles last year were 12 per cent. smaller in volume 
than in 1937, although only about 1 per cent. below 
those of 1935. The progress quarter by quarter during 
the last four years is shown in the following table. It 
will be seen that the normal seasonal movement, which 


is roughly typified by the 1935 figures, was again 


evidenced in 1938, whereas in 1937 it had been prac- 
tically reversed. The volume of exports in each quarter 


last year was less than in the corresponding quarter a

for 1988 shows a decrease of 6 per cent. for clearings 
and 7 per cent. in the turnover figures. Comparing the 
figures for the first and second halves of 1938 with 
those for the corresponding periods of 1937, clearings 
were lower by about 5 and 7 per cent., respectively, 
while turnover decreased by 10 per cent. in the first 
half but by only 3 per cent. in the second half. The 
latter change is accounted for by the decline in Stock 
Exchange activity between the two halves of 1937.

UNDERSTAMPING OF LETTERS, ETC. TO 
FIRMS OVERSEA 


The understamping of letters addressed to firms 
abroad is a frequent cause of complaint, and as pay- 
ment of the surcharge by the addressee may be pre- 
judicial to business it is strongly urged that where 
there may be any doubt as to the postage to be paid 
enquiry should be made at the Post Office. 

The dispatch abroad of receipts, statements of 
account and invoices, incorrectly prepaid at the printed 
paper rate ($d. per 2 oz.) appears to be a frequent 
cause of surcharge, and it is pointed out that, while 
such documents are admissible at the printed paper 
rate in the Inland post, they are not admissible at that 
rate in the Imperial and Foreign post. 

When sent abroad, receipts, statements of account 
and invoices should be prepaid either at the appropriate 
letter rate of postage for the country of destination, or 
at the commercial paper rate (24d. for the first 10 oz. ; 
4d. for every additional 2 oz.), in which case they 
should be sent in an unclosed envelope marked ‘‘ Com- 
mercial Papers ’’ in the upper left-hand corner.

MAP OF VALUATION REGIONS 


The Secretary for Mines announces that copies of the 
map prepared by the Central Valuation Board to show the 
division of the country into ten valuation regions for the 
purposes of the Coal Act, 1938, have been reproduced by 
the Ordnance Survey Department, Southampton, and may 
be obtained direct from that Department or from any of 
the official Ordnance Survey agents. 

The map comprises two sheets on a scale of ten miles to 
one inch covering the whole of England, Wales and Scot- 
land, with a supplementary sheet on a scale of one mile to 
an inch showing an enlargement of part of the boundary 
between Regions 4 and 5.

ENGAGEMENTS OF SEAMEN IN THE FOURTH 
QUARTER AND YEAR 1938 


Engagements of seamen at mercantile marine offices in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland during the fourth 
quarter of the year numbered 97,444 in 1938, 102,906 in 
1937 and 100,188 in 1936, the corresponding figures for the 
whole years being 417,503, 429,395 and 414,672, respectively. 
There was a continuous increase in the annual total from 
1933 to 1937, when it was the highest since 1931; though 
engagements decreased by 2-8 per cent. in 1938 they 
slightly exceeded the average of the five years 1933-37. 
There was a decrease in each quarter of 1938 compared with 
a year earlier, three-fourths of the total decline occurring 
during the second half of the year. 

The following table shows detailed particulars of the 
engagements of British and foreign seamen during each of 
the four quarters of 1938, together with the totals for 1938 
and the previous year :—

December Quarter.—Engagements of British seamen de- 
creased by 5,547 (5:5 per cent.) as compared with the fourth 
quarter of 1937, this decrease being due to a decline of 5,749 
shown for British white seamen, whose proportion to the 
total engagements fell from 95-7 to 95-1 per cent. There 
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was also a decline, from 97-4 to 97-1 per cent., in the pro- 
portion of the total represented by British seamen as a 
whole. Engagements of foreign seamen showed a small 
increase of 3 per cent. compared with a year earlier, reduc- 
tions in Arab and ‘ Other ”’ foreigners being more than 
counterbalanced by a rise of 383 in the case of foreign 
Chinese seamen. The number of engagements last quarter 
of British and foreign Chinese seamen was the highest for 
any quarter since the fourth of 1931. 


Year 1938.—Engagements of British seamen numbered 
406,242, being 3:1 per cent. less than in 1937 but 0-5 per 
cent. more than in 1936. The decline in 1938 resulted from 
a reduction of 13,883 in the number of engagements of 
white seamen. British seamen as a whole represented 97-3 
per cent. of the total engagements last year, as against 
97-6 per cent. in 1937 and 97-5 per cent. in 1936. Engage- 
neuts of foreign seamen numbered 11,261 in 1937, or 1,010 
more than in 1937, this increase being mostly in respect of 
Chinese seamen. 

Of the foreign seamen selected for engagement during 
last year, 949 who had not previously served in British 
ships were subjected to the language test and 914 (96-3 per 
cent.) passed the test, the remainder being refused per- 
mission to sign as members of the ships’ crews. In addition 


there were 1,213 re-examinations of foreign seamen, of 
whom 1,197 (98:7 per cent.) were successful in passing 
the test.

SWEDEN 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 
(From the Swedish Consulate-General in London) 


During the past few months Sweden’s economic life 
appears to have undergone a certain measure of stabilisa- 
tion. Industrial employment has shown, on an average, 
only slight variations. The figure given in the Social 
Board’s estimate of employment for the second quarter of 
1988 was 3:51 (moderately good employment = 3:0), while 
for the third quarter a very small rise is denoted, viz. 3°53. 
The situation is variable, however, as regards different 
industries. Boot and shoe manufacturers were able to show 
very good results, but the pulp and paper mills, certain 
sections of the textile industry, and the quarrying, peat and 
day trades, have not been so good. 

The total value of Sweden’s foreign trade during the 
third quarter showed a continued decline in comparison with 
the previous year. Exports accounted for nearly four-fifths 
of the decline, causing a change over in the trade balance. 
Compared with an export surplus of 30-9 million kronor 
during July to September 1937, there was in 1938 an import 
surplus of 51 million kr. The decline in the value of 
foreign trade compared with the previous year was mainly 
attributable to the reduced level of prices, in fact, entirely 
% in imports. The quantity figures show an increase in the 
great majority of cases. 





Trade and Industry—Continued 
TIMBER: CHEMICAL PULP 

The turnover on the timber market has, so far, been 
fairly satisfactory during the autumn. A contributory fac- 
tor has been, to a certain extent, the political crisis, which 
somewhat accelerated foreign buying. The total quantity 
sold for export by the end of October was estimated at 
650,000 standards, which is roughly 140,000 standards less 
than at the same date in 1937. Of Sweden’s agreed export 
quota for 1938, there remained at the said period about 
90,000 standards still unsold. The price level has not im- 
proved. For all kinds of redwoods prices have weakened, 
while for whitewoods they have become fairly firm. Timber 
sales for building purposes on the home market have, as 
previously, been very active. 

There has been no change in the situation on the chemical 
pulp market. New business has been done on only a very 
limited scale. On the other hand, a number of deals have 
been concluded for 1939 in conjunction with the conversion 
of earlier contracts. The price level is still unsatisfactory, 
and there have been no signs of an improvement. The turn- 
over of mechanical pulp has likewise been slack and the 
prices depressed. Shipments fell during the third quarter, 
compared with the same period of 1937, by about one- 
third. The biggest reduction was in the chemical pulp 
exports, whereas the level of mechanical pulp exports was 
more satisfactorily maintained. 

Iron: SHIPPING 

Chiefly owing to increased activity in the building in- 
dustry, the home market for commercial iron has been 
satisfactory as regards both turnover and prices. The export 
market has been more irre gular, but a tendency to improve 
has been noticed during the autumn, which is attributable 
to the demand for armaments. In September the price of 
export pig iron was reduced, but otherwise prices have 
remained practically unchanged. 

As regards shipping, the freight market showed a ten- 
dency to improve during the autumn, partly in consequence 
of the demand for tonnage caused by the political crisis. 
It was, however, almost exclusively the inward freights, 
and in particular the coal freights, that hardened. The rise 
in outward freights was inconsiderable. The number of 
vessels laid up during the autumn was substantially re- 
duced. On. 1 November there were 15 vessels aggregating 
21,421 gross tons laid up, as against 63 vessels aggregating 
100,059 gross tons on 1 September. This figure does not 
include vessels undergoing repair or classification or those 
normally laid up for the winter. On the corresponding 
date in 1937 there was no tonnage laid up except for 
purposes of repair, ete. 


TURKEY 
FOREIGN TRADE IN OCTOBER 1938 


According to statistics recently received by the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade imports and exports in October last 
were valued at £T.15,241,820 and £T.21,367,493, as com- 
pared with £T.10,953,861 and £T.15,819,368, respectively, 
in October 1937. It will be seen that the excess of exports 
over imports in the month under review amounted to 
€T.6,125,673, as against £T.4,865,507 a year earlier. The 
chief imports and exports in October last were as follows:

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—NOVEMBER 1938 


General imports in November were valued at nearly the 
same total as in October, states the Divisions of Foreign 
Trade Statistics and Business Review, Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, Washington. Exports, including 
re-exports, though considerably larger than imports, de- 
clined more than the usual seasonal amount. Allowing for 
the seasonal movement at this period of the year, the 
corrected index of general imports in November was slightly 
above that of October, while the index of exports dropped 
to the lowest figure of the year. 

Exports, including re-exports, amounted to 252,231,000 
dollars in November, compared with 277,919,000 dols. in 
October 1938 and with 314,697,000 dols. in November 1937. 

The value of general imports (goods entered for storage in 
bonded warehouses, plus goods which entered merchandising 
channels immediately upon arrival in the country) 
amounted to 176,181,000 dols. in November, compared with 
177,979,000 dols. in October 1938 and with 223,090,000 dols. 
in November 1937. 

Imports for consumption which entered mer- 
chandising channels immediately upon arrival in this 
country, plus withdrawals for consumption from ware- 
houses) amounted to 171,652,000 dols. in November, as 
compared with 178,460,000 dols. in October 1938 and with 
212,389,000 dols. in November 1937. 

Many commodities were exported in smaller value in 
November than in October, although reduced shipments of 
leaf tobacco, dried fruit, crude petroleum and copper 
accounted for the major part of the decrease in the value 
of total export trade. Sizeable gains were shown in Noven- 
ber for exports of automobiles, iron and steel semi-manu 
factures, particularly scrap, and a small increase for raw 
cotton. Among principal imports, increases were recorded 
in November for raw silk, coffee, whisky, and wood pulp, 
while decreases were shown for cane sugar, edible nuts, 
undressed furs, fertiliser materials and works of art. 

In comparison with the corresponding month of 1937. 
the value of both exports and imports was approximately 
one-fifth smaller in November. About half of the decline 
in value was accounted for by the lower prices of com- 
modities this year; the actual reduction in the volume of 
total exports and total imports was about one-tenth.

TRADE IN JANUARY-NOVEMBER 


The export trade of the United States in the first eleven 
months of 1938 was somewhat larger in volume than in the 
corresponding months of 1937, notwithstanding the down- 
ward trend that developed subsequent to April. The 7 per 
cent. decline in the dollar total as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1937 reflects the lower prices that 
have prevailed for many export commodities during 1938. 

A feature of the export trade, particularly during the 
first eight months of the year, was the marked increase in 
grain exports. United States grain moved to foreign 
markets in that eight months’ period—principally to the 
British Isles and the countries of North-western Europe— 
in the largest quantity since the ’twenties. Although this 
trade has declined since August, the value of exports of 
grains and grain preparations totalled 215,200,000 dols. in 
the first eleven months of 1938, as compared with 75,600,000 
dols. in the corresponding months of 1937. Shipments of 
grain and preparations of grain have averaged about 10 
million dols. monthly since August, as compared with 
12,700,000 dols. in the corresponding period of 1937 and 
23,200,000 dols. during the eight months ended August 1938. 








Trade and Industry—Continued 


There was some improvement during 1938 in exports of 
meats, fats, and dairy products, which had fallen to low 
levels in other recent years. Exports of tobacco and fresh 
fruits were considerably larger than in the preceding year, 
The total of agricultural exports increased from 698,425,000 
dols. in the first eleven months of 1937 to 763,262,000 dols, 
in the first eleven months of 1938, notwithstanding the 
decline in the value of raw cotton exports from 328,737,000 
dols. to 209,622,000 dols. for the same comparative periods, 

The advances made by a wide range of non-agricultural 
exports during 1937 and early 1938 were not retained, in 
their entirety, in the latter part of the year. While a few 
manufactured exports—metal-working machinery, aircraft 
and petroleum oils, for example—continued to show expan- 
sion over a year before, exports of most other commodities, 
and particularly iron and steel products, lumber and auto. 
mobiles, dropped to lower levels early in 1938. Although 
exports of some articles, notably automobiles, have in- 
creased since last summer, the value of exports of non- 
agricultural commodities, as a group, decreased from 
2,281,073,000 dols. in the first eleven months of 1937 to 
2,027 ,507,000 dols. in the first eleven months of 1938. 

The import trade in the first eleven months of 1938 was 
approximately 30 per cent. smaller in volume and 40 per 
cent. smaller in value than in the corresponding months of 
1937. After moving up to record levels (on a volume basis) 
in the early part of 1937, imports began to decline in June 
of that year, and the downward movement extended through 
July 1938. This change in the import trend coincided with 
the recession in domestic business, though it was influenced 
by the large domestic crops of 1937. Crude materials and 
imported farm products showed the larger decreases, but 
the other import classes also registered substantial re- 
ductions. 

Since July 1938 imports of many products have expanded 
as domestic business improved, with relatively greater ad- 
vances shown for crude materials and semi-manufactures 
than for the manufactured classes. All economic classes 
of imports remained, however, smaller in value in Novem- 
ber than a year ago. Imports of some products, such as 
grains, meats, butter, vegetable oils and oilseeds, continued 
in November near the low figures reached in the second 
quarter of 1938 and well under the figures a year before.

FRANCE 
IMPORT OF RODENTS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘* Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 22 December 1938 (page 
879), it should be noted that the effect of the Order of 
13 December 1938 was to prohibit entirely the import into 
France of rodents and their skins and carcases from the 
territories specified in the notice. The provisions of the 
Order of 8 November 1938 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 17 November 1938, page 655) requiring 
rodents, etc., imported into or admitted for transit through 
France to be accompanied by a certificate of origin and 
health were not affected by the Order of 13 December, and 
still apply, therefore, to rodents, etc., from countries other 
than those from which their import is prohibited. 


SANITARY INSPECTION OF IMPORTED 
FISHERY PRODUCTS, ETC. 


The French “ Journal Officiel’’ of 18 January contains a 
Decree, dated 7 January, which lays down detailed con- 
ditions for the sanitary inspection of imported fishery pro- 
ducts and molluscs as provided for by a Decree of 17 June 
1938 (see the ‘Board of Trade Journal” of 7 July 1938, 
page 23.) 

The inspection is to apply to all fresh fishery products, 
molluses and fish for breeding purposes (except those coming 
from French fisheries) falling under the following items of

The import and inspection of the products in question 
may be effected at the Customs houses of Le Havre, 
Jeumont, Bordeaux and Marseilles. The import and inspec 
tion may also be effected at certain other specified Customs 
houses on the application of the importer; in such cases 
the expenses of the inspection will be charged to the 
importer in accordance with a tariff laid down in the 
Decree.

FRENCH SOMALILAND 


| PROPOSED REVISION OF CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”’ (Paris) of 20 January contains 
a proposal of the Government of French Somaliland to 
revise the Tariff of Customs duties levied on foreign (non- 
French) goods imported into the Colony. 

Under the revised Tariff coal, coke, coal briquettes, etc., 
would continue to be admitted duty free. The duties on 
yarns, tissues, clothing and made-up articles of silk, rayon, 
etc., would be increased from 10 or 20 per cent. to 30 per 
cent. ad valorem, and those on similar articles of cotton 
and other textile materials would be increased from 2 per 
cent. (or in some cases duty-free admission) to 10 per cent. 
ad valorem. Machinery and metal wares which are at 
present subject to duty at rates of 2 or 10 per cent. ad 
valorem would be dutiable generally at a rate of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem. Under the proposed new Tariff the rate 
of duty for the majority of other items would be 10 per 
cent. ad valorem, as compared with 2 per cent. ad valorem 
under the existing Tariff.

The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
ete., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc.

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa. 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1997, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i., 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchases of plant, machinery, ete., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
